(1) The inventions of claims 1-15 possess an inventive step over documents 1 
and 2 cited in the ISR. 

Neither document 1 nor document 2 describes a transportation apparatus 
having a first drive source for driving and rotating a rotatable base and a second 
drive source for driving a link mechanism connected to base end arms of a first arm 
mechanism and a second arm mechanism such as to drive the arm mechanisms, 
which are attached to the rotatable base; therefore, the inventions exhibit a 
significant advantageous effect enabling the rotating angle of the base as well as the 
number of drive sources to be reduced. 

(2) The inventions of claims 16-22 involve an inventive step over documents 
1 and 2 cited in the ISR. 

Neither document 1 nor document 2 describes or suggests a drive mechanism 
wherein an inner drive shaft is provided with a light passage window for allowing 
light to enter which is reflected from a detection pattern disposed on an inner surface 
of the outer drive shaft.
